dows of the facade, the fitacks in 
which tho books are stored, the use 
of many varieties of .marble,, in Jts 
inferior decoration, , but more espe- 
cially the; general reading room, with 
its close resemblance to I3ates hall'iti 
(he arrangement of a double row'of 
tables, lit by electric, lights, the cases 
of reference books, which 
in time 


will extent! entirely around the room 
—they all make evident the fact that 
Japan considers Boston the best au- 
thority on libraries, and honors her 
by imitation. 


At tht present timo only one-fourth 


of the building is finished and occu- 
pied. 
At tho end of eight years it 


will be completed. 


The library and the other buildings 


of the Imperial university are beau- 
tifully situated in Uyeuo Park, the 
moat popular resort in Tokio, world- 
famous for Its temples, its tomba of 
the Shoguns, and especially for Its 
uvenue of cherry trees. • Mere, tho 
lirst week in April, all. Toldo assem- 
bles to admire and feast upon the 
beautiful sight of masses of pale pink 
cherry blossoms, filling the air like 
clouds, to drink tea, exchange courte- 
sies and make a general holiday. 


The library supported from the na- 


tional tax, was founded in 1872. The 
national department of education do- 
nated. more than 10,000 volumns of 
Japanese books, aud the educational 
departmontH of. the several provinces 
gave about 15,000 additional volumes. 
A number of books in other languages 
were bought at this time, English pre- 
dominating. 


Since then a copy of every book 


printed In the country has been add- 
ed to tho collection, until at the pres- 
ent time fit numbers 180,190 Japanese 
and Chinese books, aud 46,385 for- 
eign, making a total of more than 
225,000 volumes, an excellent result 
for the number of years. 


Until 3SS5 the library was wholly 


a circulating one.

world. It Is 18,000 miles long and ex- 
tends from the waterways 
in New 


York and Pennsylvania -down through 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers into 
the gulf where connection Is made 
with the intercoastal canal from New 
'Orleans to Brownsville, .Tex. This last- 
named waterway is just being com- 
pleted, and runs through tho gulf coast 
country of Louisiana and Texas. With 
the possible exception of the railroad 
extensions being laid through this re- 
markable country thej canal is 
the 


most important public work in the 
whole southwest. 
It is about 800 


miles long, running from Donaldson- 
ville on the Mississippi river a few 
miles above New Orleans to Browns- 
ville, Tex., on the Rio Grande, at tho 
most southerly 
point of the United 


States west of the tip of Florida'1 pen- 
insula. 
Of this 800 miles there are 


less than 250 miles to bo dug, the 
rest following the coast line through 
the channels of bays and rivers al- 
ready navigable. 


The appropriation just made 
by 


congress in the rivers and harbors 
bill will riot complete the canal but 
will ppew sections 
of 
considerable 


local importance, affording an effec- 
tive test of the feasibility and value 
of the scheme. 


From the Mississippi westward to 


the Sabhie river, which marks the 
boundary between Louisiana and Tex- 
as, the canal will tap several water-

prison in which to serve out their 
terms, and while it will be the largest 
and most completet in its appoint- 
ments of any of the government pris- 
ons, it Jls probable that this will not

incarceration. 
The 
immense 


structure, which is Hearing comple- 
tion, looms up from the Low Seavey 
island at Portsmouth, N. H., to Ves- 
sels out at sea like some huge mediae- 
val castle. 


One wing of the prison with the ad- 


ministration building has already been 
practically finished. The prison is by 
far the most imposing structure in 
this suction, and it is so situated on 
the hill at Seavey Island, a part of 
Hie navy yard, that it is seen far 
at sea and has already become a land- 
mark of prominence. 
At the present 


time the administration building is 
being finished up so fast that it will 
be ready in a few mouths. Then the 
prison will open for the reception of 
prisoners, who will 
be 
transferred 


here from tha Charlestawn establish- 
ment, which will be done away with. 
It is the. idea of tlie department 
to 


make., tins' prison so large that they 
will be able to care for all the naval 
prisoners on tho Atlantic coast.

The entire building is of concrete,

such as do not call for heroism1 'but 
for less striking qualities—for Indus- 
trlousness,

It does not 


furnish the frequent occasion for the 
display of personal Bravery. 
The 


heroic actions which, history has re- 
corded are largely of, a nature which 
Is wholly Inconsistent with industrial- 
Ism. 
They have ibeen tthe outcome 


of human conflict, tho no1>lest fruits 
of war. Recall the most note-worthy 
Instances of human valor 
and 
self- 


mon this splendid quality of courage, 
all 'having risked their lives, not al- 
ways for a friend, out just for .some 
other human being. As Jong- as such 
hefoes- and1 'heroines appear among 
us we shall not fear lest the indus- 
trial type of civilization prove fatal 
to the great virtue of courage. We 
shall not Pear, lest, If war should be« 
come obsolete, -man win deteriorate 
Into a -weak and cowardly creature. . 


Yes, the demand and: the 
oppor- 


tunity for .physical courage still ex- 
ist among us and do not seem to be

selves. I admit, however, that they 
are probably not as 'frequent as they

were. 
!As clviliiiatlon 
ad- 


vances, the frequency of danger, of 
peril, In the 
ordinary, life 
dimin- 


ishes and so the need of heroism on 
the part of others diminishes In fre- 
puency. I suppose that many a per- 
son goes ..through a long; life without 
ever having the opportunity to -rescue 
another, to save 
another's life, he 


never knows the need of physical cour- 
age. 
It seems to me quite possible 


that as the 
world' progresses the 


sipectacle oj physical courage and en- 
durance will become less and less fre- 
quent because such qualities will no 
longer be needed as they have been 
in Iho past. 


Their place will be Oiled, however,

corn rotation. One good breaking of 
tho land In spring is sufficient not 
only for the pea crop, but also for the 
wheat that should follow it. After the 
pea crop is exhausted the ground is 
loose and tho only preparation neces- 
sary for whe;;t is to disk • and drag 
down, this giving a perfect seedbed 
and splendid con-litions to insure a 
paying crop of wheat.
